Washington — Senator Swanson's 


announcement that President Hoover 
does not have 
authority to suspend 


naval building has set .the lawyers 
into a search for 
precedents as to 


•what constitutes discretion in appro- 
priations. 
The present appropriation law pro- 


vides that naval building can be sus- 
pended -when an international agree- 
ment has been reached. No agree- 
ment of this 
character 
has been 


made .as yet though next winter (or 
spring an international conference of 
naval powers will be held in an effort 
to bring one about 


The language of the existing law 


is that the money must be spent be- 
fore the end of the 
present fiscal 


year, which is June 30, 1930. 


The question is whether appropria- 


tions made by congress are manda- 
tory or discretionary. If all the mon- 
ey appropriated must be spent even 
though it appears 
to the «xecutive 


department that such spending is 
uneconomical or unwise, then there 
would be no unexpended surplus in 
any of the government departments. 
As a matter of actual practice how- 
ever, work of one kind or another is 
suspended or delayed and the money 
is in effect held in the treasury sub- 
ject to the will of congress.

er -powers work •would proceed, but it 
isVdbufctfui wnedi'er/in the case of 
tjie cruisers that'have been author-- 
ized, the sums of money could be 
spent before June 30. Congress would 
find it necessary to appropriate once 
more, or at least, to authorize the ex- 
penditure in the next fiscal year, of 
money which was to have been spent 
during the current year. - 


Those authorities who are defend- 


ing the president's 
position insist 


that he has the power to decline to 
spend' any money even though ap- 
propriated by congress, but that the 
building of cruisers must sooner or 
later be begun' and he would not 
have authority unduly to delay con- 
struction. It is pointed out that the 
president does not intend to aban- 
don, the proposed building of cruisers 
in the event of 
a failure to bring 


about an international agreement so 
that the real question is whether he 
may delay for a few months or per- 
haps a year the actual beginning of 
construction already authorized. 


The advice of the 
department of 


justice probably will be sought before 
very long. in order that all doubt 
may be.removed. 


TWO OPPOSING GKOUPS 


Opposition to the delay 
in con- 


struction is coming from two groups 
—those who believe it will not aid in 
obtaining an international agreement 
anyhow and those who are loath to 
see American navy yards kept idle 
especially if ultimately the same ves- 
sels will have to be built in order to 
obtain an equality with the British 
navy. 


The discussion of naval armament 


is developing a movement to inquire 
whether sums not spent on battle- 
ships will perhaps be diverted to oth- 
er military uses and the development 
of more deadly weapons than have 
previously been devised.

Washington—(XP)—President Hoo- 


ver has determined upon a program 
to relieve over-crowded conditions in 
federal prisons, which includes a re- 
quest 
to congress of 
additional 


funds. 


The program contemplates an in- 


crease in appropriations of 5,000,- 
000 for enlargement of the prisons at 
Atlanta and Leavenworth and the 
construction of a new prison in the 
northeastern section of the 
coun- 


try. 


Mr. Hoover 
had discussed 
the 


situation at length with 
Attorney 


General Mitchell and Sanford Bates, 
superintendent of federal 
prisons. 


This condition is regarded as the 
'cause of demoralization 
and out- 


breaks of the prisoners. 


The large prison population, it was 


said, was attributed to an increase 
in crime in general which caused the 
president to appoint the commission 
now makinj an inquiry into the law 
enforcement situation. 


NARCOTICS AND BOOZE 


Statistics which have been present- 


ed to the president show that 33 per 
cent of the prisoners at Leavenworth 
and Atlanta are serving terms for 
violations of the narcotic la^s; 11 
.per cent'for violations of the prohi- 
bition laws, and the remainder for 
others offensesi 


The president's comment on the 


prison situation 
in 
response 
to 


questions from 
newspaper 
corre- 


spondents, was asi follows: 


'I have one question this morning 


that I can comment on. 
It aris.es 


out of the incident at Leavenworth 
and the situation of the federal pri- 
sons. 


"I have hal an opportunity for 


lengthy discussions with 
the at- 


torney general and I have the rec- 
ommendations of Mr. Bates, who is 
the new ^director of prisons, and 1 
have accepted their view that fur- 
ther federal accomodations for pri- 
soners cannot be any longer delayed. 
"We will ask congress at the regular 
session to give us the necessary 
authority and appropriations to re- 
vise the system. 


"Atlanta, is 320 per cent over ca- 


pacity in inmates at the present 
time, and Leavenworth 87 per cent, 
all of which is the cause of infinite 
demoralization and the direct cause 
of outbreaks and trouble. 


"Of course the increased number 


of prisoners is due to the general 
increase in crime, the largest item in 
our 
federal prisoners 
being the 


violators of the narcotics act. They 
comprise now about 33 per cent of 
the inmates at Leavenworth and At- 
lanta, Prohibition contributes about 
14 per cent. The balance is made up 
of increases all along the line. 
, WOULD SPEND §5,000,000 


"Our 
plans necessitate an ex- 


penditure of about five millions «f 
dollars, and will comprise some addi- 
tions and devisions of the old pri- 
sons, and projbably a new prison 
somewhere • in 
the 
northeastern 


states. 


"It is proposed also to ask author- 


ity of congress to increase the^num- 
ler of probation officers, as 
Mr. 


Bates is convinced he can find a 
larger" number of prisoners 
who 


merit probation, and not only their 
own good but that good of the fed- 
eral government •will be served oy 
having them out, but we have no 
itaff now adequate to take care of 
increased probatir-n. So with a new 
appropriation we hope to get some 
later." 


Police Lie In Ambush After

Lee had twice been warned that 


his life was to be forfeit, the second 
admonition coming last night.

a. m. today a figure was seen creep- 
ing through a rear gate and moving

of Lee's home.

A few huurs after U. S. Attorney 


Charles H. Tuttle and Samuel Bung 
Young, Chinese consul general, had 
warned tong leaders here that no 
violence would be tolerated pending 
a peace conference today a Harlem 
Laundryman was shot and killed at 
his ironing board. 


Similarly in Boston 
two Chinese 


were shot and killed within a few 
hours after tong leaders had assured 
the police there would be no tong 
warfare in that city. Police olficlals 
said, it wa-s the first time tong lead- 
ers had deliberately deceived them 
and expressed the belief the killings 
would result in tho bloodiest tong 
war ever seen in New England. 


In Chicago and Newark, N. J.. 


where the killings started with one 
death each on Sunday, a tenee quiet 
prevailed. Police maintained,. close 
watch on the Chinese sections but 
no attempts at violence occurred. 


The cause of the renewed tong rut 


break remained in mystery. One the 
ory upon which New York police 
were working was that it was over 
the rice liquor trade which was said 
to have become quite profitable with 
the deteriorating quality of other 
bootleg liquor.

Each day the 
Chicago Tribune 


pushes its scheme to legalize diversion 
of lake water for that city's selfish pur- 
poses on the ostensibleNplea that it is 
needed for a lakes-to-the-guif water- 
way.

venture. 
This is, of course, nothing 


more than glib Chicago bunk. It is like 
saying that the industry and agricul- 
ture of the Fox river valley are depen- 
dent on navigation of the Fox to De- 
Pere. 


The Mississippi and Ohio rivers are 


now and have been for years available 
to agriculture and industry/ through 
fhe heart of the Middle west. Everyone 
knows to what extent they are used or 
rather not used. In defiance of this the 
iTribune says it is reported that the 
demand for river transportation on the 
Mississippi is ten times the present 
capacity of the barge lines.

Despite momentary handi- 
caps resulting from the loss and bur- 
dens of the World war, the republic of 
Germany has a far more promising fu- 
ture than the monarchy ever had.

the Great, who was crowned emperor by the 
pope in Rome in the year 962. Technically, it was 
a prolongation of the Empire of Charles (Charle- 
magne). It was based upon ideas essentially the 
same as those which brought about the corona- 
tion of Charles the Great in 800. 


The restored empire included, reckoning strict- 


ly, only Germany proper and two-thirds of Italy;

Under t Otto, the Germans becante not only a 


united nation, but were at once raised on a pin- 
nacle, the possessors of Rome and Rome's au- 
thority.

If you 
missed it, never mind; it was simply 
a kind of "special belly breathing ex- 
ercise, virtually the same as that 
introduced by Dr. Clelia Duel Mosher 
for^the correction pelvic troubles of 
women.

the blood. 


Every one is more or less conver- 


sant with the modern practice of 
transfusion, a procedure in which 
normal blood from a healthy donor 
is conveyed directly into the veins 
of the patient. The papers in hick 
towns are still fond of making a 
kind of hero of the person who gives 
the blood, or even the professional 
donor who sells it at 150 the pint.

IS NOT A GRIND 


Wilbur Huston Manifested 


Leaning Toward Chem- 
istry at Age of 10

ics tliat led "Wilber Huston through 
a schooling in which sjience 
"was 


first manifested when the now fam- 
ous protege of Thomas A. Edison 
received a long desired se- of experi- 
mental chemical shortly after 
his 


tenth birthday. 


This was an inevitable crossroad 


in the life of the youngster, it was 
revealed at this home here today, his 
simple experiments attracting him 
along a patch rf scientific activity 
and, away from the course in the 
classics planned for him by his par- 
ents. 


"Wilbur dismembered 
an 
alarm 


clock at a tender age. Bishop and 
Mrs. S. Arthur Huston quite natur- 
ally failed to regard the action as 
symptom of their 
sons 
scientific 


bent, particularly inasmuch as he, 
like many another lad, was unable 
to reassemble the intricate cog and 
springs, much to his chagrin. How- 
ever, later it could be sti-^ that this 
incident did -serve to whet an early 
developing appetite for mechanical 
and scientific matters.

An intention was strong in Bish- 


op Huston to interest his son in the 
field of academics. Even after \Vil- 
ber's liking for chemical research 
became marked, his father sought 
to divert his 'nterest -o the arts 
and literature. But the pleasure de- 
rived from successfully construction 
a crystal radio set if- outweighed 
the satisfaction from conquering a 
difficult passage of latin, and to- 
day the broadminded father chuck- 
les at his ill-fated attempt to di- 
vert his son's attention and inter- 
est from the mrsteiies of scierce.

Wilber, slight of build and per-

trustees. Between 600 and 700 men 
are involved. They have demanded 
recognition of their union and an in- 
crease in salary from an average of 
$24,20 a week to $7 a day with dou- 
ble time on Sunday.

WilUanutown, Mass. —VP)— 
The 


first guns of a verbal battle over the 
Kellogg peace pact were fired at the 
institute of polities' limitation of 
armament round table today when 
Willis J. Abbott, contributing edi- 
tor of the Christian Science Monitor, 
introduced a resolution of "put teeth 
into" the pact, and Rear Admiral 
WiUIa— L. Rogers, U. S. .N. launch- 
ed an attack against his proposal. 


Alter staling mat the moral influ- 


ence of the pact had been demon- 
strated by its efficiency in staying 
the recently 
threatened 
Chinese- 


Russian hostilities Mr. Abbott de- 
clared that a further agreement was 
necessary to place upon nations the 
moral obligation of refraining from 
supporting war as well as from mak- 
ing war. 


He then introduced this resolution: 
(1)—It shall be the declared policy 


of the United States to withhold °x.- 
portation of armaments or munitions 
of war to any belligerent and such 
exportation shall be unlawful unless 
congress shall provide otherwise. 


(2)—It shall be similarly unlawful 


:o make loans to any belligerent na- 
ion without the consent of congress. 


"This suggestion," he said, 'dif- 


fers from those already before con- 
gress, primarily in making it the 
Tixed and normal policy of the Unit- 
ed States to withhold support from 
any power •which shall, in viola- 
tion of the pact, embark! upon a 
war. 


MUSVT SUPPORT WAR 


"It gives effect to the proposition 


that to support a war is just exactly 
as violative of the spirit 
of that 


pact as to engage in a war. 


"And if all parties to the contract 


would adopt a similar piece of legis- 
lation, it is obvious that any warring 
nation would be so isolated that pro- 
secutron of the conflict would not be 
long continued. 


"Nevertheless, the measure as pro- 


posed does not absolutely 
shut the 


door \ipon the United States render- 
ing assistance in 
case a belligerent 


was fighting for a worthy cause. If 
the president and congress should so 
determine, thefi munitions 
of war 


and other supplies could be exported 
to either belligerent. But until con- 
gress had acted to 
this effect, the 


United States 
would rigidly hold 


aloof." 


Admiral Rogers, 
after declaring 


that he sympathized with Mr. Ab- 
bott's object of reducing the proba- 
bility of war, attacked the resolution 
as a legal method "which would not 
get tip as far m the end as the old 
well-tried method of diplomacy" and 
advocated war as a means of settling: 
disturbance, should 
diplomacy fail. 


"I know diplomacy has sometimes 


failed in the past," he said, 
"but it 


has many 
accomplishments to its 


credit and while it may not stop all 
wars in the future, we may well hope 
that with the improved technique of 
the last few years 
it will be better 


than ever before. 


"I believe that 
diplomacy Is the 


means of reducing the emotion and 
disolving the 
crowd cohesion that 


grips a country in time of threatened 
war. Our experience in every riot- 
ous strike confirms this view. But If 
diplomacy is 
unsuccessful then the 


only way of dissolving crowd cohe- 
sion is by violence—that is war."

where party lines are closely divid- 
ed. 


Senator Moses of New Hampshire, 


has been, selected to head the Re- 
publican senatorial campaign com- 
mittee. 
Senator Tydings of Mary- 


land, is the chairman of the Demo- 
cratic committee, and while 
next 


year's organization has not been per- 
fected, a number cf his colleagues 
favor his reappomtment. 


The states in which the Demo- 


crats believe they liave the 
best 


chance to capture seats from Repub- 
licans are Massachusetts, West Vir- 
ginia, Delaware, Rhode Island, Okla- 
homa and Kentucky. 
The Repub- 


lican leaders express confidence that 
they -will retain most if not all of 
the seats now credited to their party 
and gain a seat in Iowa. They also 
expect to make a hard bid for states 
in New Mexico, Tennessee and pos- 
sibly Virginia. 


WEST VIRGINIA OUTLOOK 
At the early date, party leaders 


look for a contest in West Virginia 
between Senator Guy D. Goff, Re- 
publican, and former Senator M. M. 
Neely, who was defeated by Senator 
Henry D. Hatfield, Republican, in the 
Hoover landslide last fall after one 
term in the senate. Neely is consid- 
ered an exceptional campanigner and 
is regarded in Washington as certain 
to seek another term. 


A similar situation Is held to ob- 


tain in Rhode Island, with a contest 
expected between Senator Jesse H. 
Metcalf and former Senator Peter 
G. Gerry, another Democrat who was 
defeated by a Republican last fall, 
and in Delaware, where some lead- 
ers predict that senator Daniel O. 
Hastings, Republican, will be opposed

Senator Thomas F. Bayard. 


Party leaders also are looking- 


forward to th€> possibility of former

Wheat Pools, Grain Ele- 


vators Are Brought Under 
Common Roof

Washington —OP)— With one all- 


encompassing gesture, the federal 
farm board has put the two game 
cocks of the grain trade in the same 
pen.

The super-organization would act 


as a central marketing agency 
through which the annual exports of 
200,000,000 bushels, or approximate- 
ly one-fourth of the entire wheat 
crop of the nation, would be sold 
abroad. 


•There would be export representa- 


tives in foreign fields, acting much 
after the fashion of foreign export 
agencies maintained by the Cana- 
dian wheat pool, which handles half 
of Canada's crop. It would act as 
an intermediary between the farm 
board and the cooperatives in wheat 
operation on the domestic market. 


Soaring Over New York 


Pool and elevator interests would 


be on an equal footing in financ- 
ing the corporation — both subject 
to assessments on the basis of mem- 
bership. 


On consent of the units joining the 


corporation, the farm board has au- 
thority to assess each, for a certain 
amount of the sum necessary to 
match loans from the federal revolv- 
ing fund, to pay interest on the fed- 
eral loan or to retire the principal 
advanced in creating capital for the 
corporation. 


Regardless of the plan by which 


the board finances the organization, 
members cannot be assessed for los- 
ses encountered in actual operations 
Assessments, as referred to in con 
nection with the corporation, have 
to do only with the creation of work- 
ing capital. 


The farm board has three avemJes 


of finance. It can advance the nec- 
cessary capital from the revolving 
fund until the corporation is self- 
supporting; It can get capital from 
large financial institutions interest- 
ed In the grain trade, or it can sell 
stock to its members. 


The assessment idea is new. In 


other marketing schemes, coopera- 
tives have not been friendly to as- 
sessment for working capital, but 
heretofore none has been comparable 
to the present proposal. 


It is regarded aa noteworthy that 


the board places $20,000,000 as the 
ultimate capital rather than the ini- 
tial fund. Less delay is anticipated 
if operations are to be started on 
a smaller sum, particularly if part of 
it is to be obtained from units join- 
ing the new corporation.

Mail is carried 
into other countries on 8,747 miles. 


The longest line of air mail is be- 


tween Christobal, Canal Zone, and 
Santiago, Chile. This line covers 3,- 
071 miles. The Chicago-San Fran- 
cisco route is the longest in the 
United States, covering 1,931 miles 
The Chicago-Dal las
